their  child  being  a  servant  for 
Gcxl  to  prepare  others  for  the 
Savior  Je^  Christ.  Ccxisider  the 
c|uestion,  "Am  I  prepared  to 
serve  as  Gcxl's  instrument  to 
help  odiers  believe  in  Jesus  as 
their  Saviorr 

Verses  18-25  begin  with 
Zacharias  asking,  "How  shall  I 
know  this  for  certain?"  As  faidi- 
ful  servants  we  must  expect  to 
receive  an  answer  frcxn  Gcxl. 
Gcxl  wants  to  answer  us  and  He 
will.  Notice  how  Gcxl  solidified 
His  answer  to  Zacharias  by  seal¬ 
ing  Zacharias'  lips.  Gcxl  will  do 
what  He  needs  to  prepare  His 
servants  for  His  task! 

Faidiful  servants  must  also 
stich  to  die  task  of  preparing  oth¬ 
ers  for  die  coming  Savior.

She  &1  to  caU  him  John,  as  Cfod 
had  instructed.  Whm  Gcxl  gives 
us  a  prcxnise  we  must  stick  to  it 
so  that  He  can  use  us  to  prepare 
odiers  for  the  Savior.  Vmes  57- 
66  describe  the  faithfulness  of 
Zacharias  and  Elizabedi  as  they 
stocxl  firm  in  dieir  task,  and  how 
others  were  amazed  at  Gcxl's 
work  revealed  before  diem. 

Wrse  76  of  Luke  chapter  one 
states,  "And  you  child,  will  be 
called  the  propl^  of  die  Most 
Hi^;  for  you  will  go  on  before 
the  Lord  to  prepare  His  ways." 
John  the  Baptist  was  Gcxl's  cho¬ 
sen  instrument  to  go  in  advance 
of  the  Lord  to  give  knowledge 
of  Gcxl's  salvation.  What  an 
amazing  task!  Zacharias  and 
Elizabem  were  instrumental  in 
John's  being  able  to  prepare  the 
way  for  the  coming  Savior. 
God's  word  encourages  us  all  to 
be  useful  instruments  in  getting 
other  people  ready  to  hear 
about  me  ravior.
